The above illustration is am artist's impression of how Corroba Oval will 
look whem all development is completed. As you have already moticed, much of 
the wort is already completed, i.e. the fence around the playing field is now 
rectangular where it was originally oval€{more or less), the mound, extending 
from north to south along the Fullertow-Street sidé of the playing field is 
now in place, providing parking space for cars and an elevated view of the 
game for those who wish-to stay in their cars. Two dugouts have now been 
provided for team reserves, coaches and other officials from both home and 
visiting clubs. - 

A cyclone fence has been erected along part of Meredith Street from the 
mushes where Meredith Street turns intd Eames ‘Avenue, to. just.level: with the 
canteen end of the amenities block, at which point the fence turns 90 degrees 
towards said amenities block, Another short fence extends from thé home team's 
dressing room end of the block, beside the metball court to the equipment shed. 

A coaching pitch for juniors is projected to go into the space along Meredith 
Street, amouther mound for car parking is also planned for the Eastern(beach) 
side of the playing field, more fencing for the Fullerton-Street side of the 
field and, subject to Water Board approval, a picnic area at the Northern end 
of the playing field.
